PRINCE MENELIK DRAWS ON 
KING RICHARD III FOR CURSE. 


HICAGO, 28.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.) A remarkable plea fot 
American interference in the af- 
fairs of far-off Abyssinia has been 
addressed to a- Chicago paper by 
Prince Johannes L. Menelik of Adis 
Abbeba. The curious, richly-phrased 
manuscript ends with a violent curse 
upon England—a curse said to be 
typically oriental in its imaginative 
wording and its sustained invective. | 
The spectacie of a youth arrayed 
politically against his King is pre- 
sented in the Prince's glowing words, 
written in broken, often chaotic Eng- 
lish. The Prince, who lays claim by 
right of heirship to future possessions 
of the throne, is the leader in what 
might be called the “young Abyssinia” 
movement against the policies of old 
Menelik II, the Emperor, and his con- 
servative council. 
Men who have lived in the Far East 
feit sure, they said, of the authentic- 
ity of the document when they saw 
the Abyssinian post k and most of 
all when they read the letter iteelf. 
After announcing that he will soon 
visit the United States personaliy to 
try to enlist this government in his 
fight inst the encroachments of 
Engiand, Germany and France, Prince 
Menelik describes the tense’ politica) 
situation. Abyssinia, the old kingdom 
of Ethiopia, always has maintained its 
independen often at the price of 
blood, but it is surrounded by colo- 
nies of powerful nations. The Eng 
lish in Egypt and in British East 
Africa lie to the north and west and 
south; east and southeast along the 
coast stretches Somaliland, under the 
control of Italy, England and France.

DAYTON (0.) Aug. 28.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] “I think that aviation week 
at Rheims has been a great success, 
but I must confess I was rather dis- 
appointed on both the speed and in 
the distance records made,” said Wil- 
bur Wright tonight. “I expected the 
winners to make at least fifty-five 
miles an hour or better, and expected 
them to stay in the air four or five 
hours.” 

Continuing, he said: 

“It is very gratifying to me that 
Curtiss has captured the speed record, 
thus giving America both the speed 
and distance world’s , as I 
now hold the latter. It surely does 
put America clear on top in the field 
of aviation. Curtiss is a careful avia- 
tor, and should be credited with dol 
Much toward the advancement 
aviation.” 

Concerning the poor showing made 
by LeFebvre in his Wright biplane, 
Mr. Wright said: 

“I, did not expect him to break any 
recofds in that machine. It was not 
built for such work. I confident, 
however, that one of our machines, 
bullt with the single purpose of ac- 
quiring speed, could easily break the 
record made at Rheims. I could build 
a machine for speed purposes that 
would make eighty miles per hour.

SANTA MONICA, Aug. 28.—After 
having spent several days in wrestling 
with the municipal budget, the City 
Council bas decided to make a general 
reduction in running expenses all 
along the line, By cutting $5000 off 
the salary allowance it will be poasi- 
ble to run the city during the next 
year on the same levy as was made 
last year, $1.60 on each $100 of assessed 
valuation. 

This cuts the salary of the Mayor 
from $1500 per annum to $900, reduces 
the Chief of Police from $1500 to $1200, 
City Cl from $1800 to $1500, and 
brings the building inspector down 
to $900. There are similar reductions 
in all departments. This retrench- 
ment was made necessary on account 
of the reduction of the city assessment 
by $384,000 and the repeal of the voca- 
tion license ordinance, which deprives 
the city of about $8000, which it has 
heretofore been receiving each year. 
The tax levy would be at the high 
mark but for the fact that under the 
new the schoo] tax is not in- 
cluded in the city levy.

The city of Portland has set a good example. A 
little bunch of agitators, cranks, new-lights, re- 
formers, got control of the city government, and 
so ran things for a term or two that all the sensi- 
ble, patriotic citizens were unable to endure the 
turmoil and nonsense longer.

LIVER WENDELL HOLMES. 
One hundred years ago today there lead born 
in Cambridge, under the shadow of Harvard Uni- 
versity, a boy baby to a Puritan preacher and his 
wife, a different type of being from the husband. 
She was like a lovely exotic in a wilderness of na- 
tive plants, they all thorny and. somber, she bright 
and full of sympathy. In an almanac for the year 
1809, under the August headline, at the date 29, 
was affixed an asterisk and at the foot were the 
characters “son b.” That was all the record of the 
event made by Holmes’s father. | 
As the boy grew he was not a- student. He 
thought of the law as a profession, but hesitated 
between that and medicine. He spent a year or so 
on Blackstone and other law books, and then went 
into medicine. His switching to literature was an 
accident. He had written some things for a school 
periodical and among them verse, but they did not 
give much promise. | : 
One day he read in a newspaper that the govern- 
ment had ordered the old frigate “Constitution” 
(“Old Ironsides”) broken up, and taking a pencil 
and a piece of paper, with a heart aflame with in- 
dignation he wrought the immortal lyric into shape 
‘and sent it to a newspaper. In a few weeks it had 
been reprinted by nearly every paper in the coun- 
try, also ini a leaflet which was scattered about the 
streets. The old ship was saved, and the author of 
the verse had entered the hall of fame. A short 
time afterwards he wrote “The Last Leaf Upon 
the Tree,” but he was not active in this work. He 
wrote essays on medical subjects, original, pro- 
found, daring. Among them was one on “puerperal 4 
fever,” which brought about a reform that has 
saved the life of many a mother. He wrote 4 couple 
of prose essays for a magazine which lived, only a 
few years, but these caught the eye of Lowell. 
‘When, about 1857, the project of launching the 
Atlantic Monthly took shape and Lowell was se- 
lected as the editor he agreed to take the place pro- 
vided Holmes was the first writer to be engaged as 
a regular contributor. The doctor demurred, but 
the editor insisted, and so we have Holmes cata- 
logued among our authors. To this we owe “The 
Autocrat,” “The Chambered Nautilus,” “The One- 
Hoss Shay,” “Elsie Venner,” and all of Dr, 
Holmes’s rare philosophy and playful humor. ‘ 
The literary productions of Dr. Holmes are not 
numerous, and are known too well to call for 
elaborate review or much critical remark. He was

What They Find at the East. 

A report from Allegheny |county, in 
Pennsyivania, shows that\there is 
there a system of macadam roads cov- 
ering about 300 miles. It is said that 
the cost of keeping these roads in re- 
pair is $800 per mile per year, or a 
total charge upon the taxpayers of 
$240,000 annually. This expense is so 
Staggering that as rapidly as possible 
vitrified brick pavement is 
on top of the macadam. The reason 
for the rapid decay of the 
road is attributed to the automobile, 
which whizzing past so rapidly draws 
out the fine “binder” and § then the 
road crumbles to pieces, the rain gets 
in, and the macadam is gone. 


Keeping Our Roads in Repair. 

The Times has adverted several times 
to the necessity for giving considera- 
tion to the keeping of our good roads 
in repair. If it is going to ¢ost us for 
our 300 miles what it does Allegheny 
county, Pennsylvania, it will be a 
pretty heavy burden. The roads there 
are probably used much more than 
thoge here. If we had wndertaken the 
construction of 300 miles 
brick road we would have |! to is- 
sue bonds to the amount of $7,000,000, 
or twice as much as what we hdve 
issued.

ALUMINUM IN COMMERCE, | 
With the advent of the electric fur- 
mace and the use of tem tures 
hitherto unheard of, these little vials 
have beén taken down for another pur~- 
pose. Oxides of the rare metals have 
been introduced to the fearful heat and 
reduced to the form of pure metals, 
and these rare metals, now rare 
no tonger, on account of the 
cheapness of reduction and abundance 
of ore, are taking their proper place 
in the sphere of industrial activity, 
The little dust-covered vials are loom, 
ing up, and keen, hard-headed scient- 
ists. are studying them, with @ view to 
their possibilities and the best means 
as to their utilization. 
Take aluminum, for example. In 1888 
aluminum first appeared on the market 
and sold for $5 a pound. It was stil! 
& curiosity, and here and there some 
one would get hold of an ounce or 
two and muse over its extreme light- 
ness, ita beautiful color and its avid 
and oxyen-resisting properties. But 
still a curiosity. Then comes the elec 
tric furnace. Aluminum drops from 
& pound to % cents a pound, and the 
world stiddenly sits up very straight! 
and takes notice. A metal more useful 
than gold @r ailver, possibly than iron, 
has joined the great procession of mod- 
ern busihess opportunities, and imme- 
diately the business man frantically 
secks the man of science and talks 
about “possibilities.” 
Aluminum has had ai remarkable’ 
growth, commercially: but the next few 
decades Will show its real value «nd 
use. It is popularly supposed that tron 
is the commonest of all the metals, but 
analyses of the earth's crust show that 
aluminum is the king of all the meta!s 
as far as quantity is concerned. There 
is just a little more than 8 per cent. 
of aluminum fn the crust of the earth, 
or almost twice as much as there is of 
iron, and more than eighty times as 
much aluminum as there is copper. 
AT A FEW CENTS PER POUND. 
Some tine aluminum will be made 
for a few cents a pound, end it will

It gives more light and uses 
only two watts per candle power, while 
carbon uses three and a half. 
EXTREMELY HARD METAL. 

Another use for tantalum depends 
upon the fact that it is extremely hard. 
Various attempts have been made to 
drill through a thin sheet of this met- 
al; a diamond drill, running at the 
rate of revolutions per minute, 
resulted in a penetration of only a 
small fraction of an inch, although the 
boring was kept up continuously for 
three days, and the sheet of tantalum 
was only one-third of an inch in 
thickness. No doubt it will eventual- 
ly be used for bearings and dies and 
drills, or for any other purpose where 
extreme hardness is desired. Fortu- 
nately for us we have abundant sup- 
plies of this valuable substance in 
South Dakota and North Carolina. 

Although tantalum is better than 
carbon for filaments, there has lately 
come into the field another Richmond. 
Tungsten, another rare metal, is even 
more valuable in this respect than 
tantalum. It has a higher melting 
point, 5500 deg. F., and gives a much 
more efficient light, with less expend!- 
It uses only 
one-third of the energy used in a car- 
bon light, and, working at such a high 
temperature gives far more candle 
power. It is true that the first cost 
of a tungsten light is almost prohibi- 
tive, but that is now. ait until the 
magic work of the furnace is com- 
pleted, and we are able to obtain 
tungsten cheaply, then a carbon lamp 
will be a curiosity on account of its 
rarity. 
a of tungsten ore 
have found in Montana and Cali- 
fornia, and there is no lack of raw 
material for the future development of 
this industry. 


RARE METALS AND CHEAP LIGHT 


Tungsten has other possibilities than 
the one indicated, and is employed in 
fire-proofing cloth for gurtains, etc., 
and is invaluable In its use in dyeing, 
being a powerful mordant, a substance 
that forms an insoluble compound 
with any coloring matter and holds it 
within the tissue of the fabric. ' 

Cerium and thorium are rare metals, 
‘and were until recently regarded as 
curiosities. Now they are looked upon 
literally in an entirely new light, as 
they form the basis of the chemicals 
used in impregnating the meshes of the 
Welsbach mantle, so common now as 
an flluminant in our houses. And 
these rare metals furnish us with the 
radiant, powerful light that enables 
the man of moderate means to illumin- 
ate his house better and cheaper than 
if he used the more costly electricity. 

Chromjum, whose melting pointis be- 
yond that of platinum, is another rare 
metal that has done marvelous things 
in the way of bettering steel. By its 
wonderful magic it has almost trans- 
formed this useful metal and 


greatly increased its value and relia-| pa 


bility. 

Molybdenum and uranium are also of 
high value for the betterment of steel, 
and the future alone can reveal the 
possibi..ties that lie In this direction. 

WONDERS OF VANADIUM. 

And now comes vanadium, the most 
wonderful of ail the rare metals. Van- 
adium, known to the world for about 
eighty years, was little more than 4 
chemical curiosity until quite. recently. 
Then some wise experimenter added a 
mite of it to steel, and found that .its 
effect was almost marvelous, ‘wonder- 
fully improving the quality of the steel. 
It increases the tensile strength of the 
steel about twofold, and at the same 
time acts as a scavenger and rids it of 
nitrogen and certain obscure oxides. 


stronger, but dynamically stronger 
than ordinary steel. In other words, 
it will not only carry greater loads, 
but will withstand heavier shocks. A 
bar of steel of high tensile strength 
would make a poor axle for an auto- 
mobile if it could be fractured by a 
sudden jar against a cobble stone, and 
vanadium seems to strengthen steel 
remarkably in this respect.

THE INDEPENDENT Wo 

The importance of insisting on the anti-union shop and the independ 
ent workman was sharply called to mind last week by the complaint made 
by unionists that a local contractor had worked his employees overtime 
for the completion of needed hospital buildings and the preservation of the 
county building. The employees concerned made no complaint. They had 
been asked in view of the apparent need, to work extra hours for extra-time 
pay, and they had done so. No one was the sufferer. The sick peopje at 
the hospital and the taxpayers of the county were the beneficiaries. Under 
closed shop conditions the extra hours emergency work would not have been 
performed, but the contractor would have been required to put on addi- 
tional union men, and if these could not be found then the work would have 
suffered delay, - The sick people would have been neglected. The county 
building might have slid down into the adjoining hole. But union principles 
would have triumphed. The taxpayer should take careful note of this fact. 

The independent workmen were ready for the emergency and responded 
|promptly to the call for their services. 7 ee 

The anti-union shop has always proved its industrial advantage when it 
has been brought into comparison with union requirements. The con 
munity always respects the independent workman, for he stands’ representa- 
tive of his industrial value. He does not require to be bolstered up by 
rules and regulations calculated to squeeze from the employer the maximum 
of wages for a minimum df labor, with. no right to insist upon a greater pro- 
duction as a condition fort keeping certain men in his employ. When the 
strike occurred in the Underwood Typewriter Works at Hartford, Ct, the 
independent workmen saved the shops from being closed, and thus saved the 
community from the loss that always results from such an industrial sus- 
pension, When the forge men in the employ of the Winchester Arms Com- 
pany struck because they were asked to do a full day’s work, though it 
was for their own advantage, as they were on plece work, it was the in- 
dependent workmen who saved the shop from a shut-down. The same in- 
dependent workmen also earned $6.50 per day by doing a full day’s work, 
where the men who struck were earning only $4.50 and $5.00 per day. It is 
the independent workmen who have enabled the Pressed Steel Car Com- 
pany at McKee's Rocks, Pa, to keep the shops in operation. Wherever 
& community is prospefous and progressive it will be found that the inde 
pendent workman is in the majority and the closed shop is unknown.

SCHOOL MAKES 
REAL FARMERS. 


Gardena High Is Connecting 
Soil and Science. 
—--—- 


Prof. Bolster Outlines the 
Work in Progress. 
Will Stem Tide Flowing to 
from Ranch. 


(SPECIAL OF THE TIMES.} 

GARDENA, Aug. 28.—Before the 
Farmers’ Club, Thursday evening, F. 
H. Bolster, head of the department of 
agriculture got the High School, de- 
livered an interesting address. In the 
course of it, he said: 

“The work of the Gardena High 
School is‘ distinctivs not in that it is a 
city high school offering agriculture,. 
for some city high schools in other 
States’ have been offering agriculture 
for some time. But it is distinctive in 
that i¢ is the first city high school to 
offer agriculture as the one principal 
purpose of the school. 

“The work the past year was elemen- 
tary, but the elements are necessary 
before more advanced work can be 
done. We could not expect to make a 
big etart the first year. There are 
always difficulties in instituting any- 
thing new. Then Gardena has some 
aifficulties all her own. The problem 
of working dobie soil is problem 
enough for one year for a man who 
hase never handled it before. 

“The elementary course which was 
given to first year high school pupils 
was called general science. The alms 
of the course were to give a little gen- 
eral knowledge of several sciences. to 
show how all these sciences are related 
to agriculture, and last and most im- 
portant, to develop the individual by 
teaching him to reason. 

“We used no text but performed ex- 
periments which had a direct hearing 
cn aaricaltore. We would estate the 
experiment as @ question and then try 
to anewer the question. For example, 
How deep should seed be planted? 

germinate, gas 
How may we best retain 
moisture dn. soils? ow can we con- 
trol alkali? Do vetches grow better if 
inoculated with bacteria, or if not in- 
oculated? The material would be 
piaced before the pupils. The method 
would be described and the precautions 
given. Then they would go about it 
and frem the result draw their conclu. 
sion which was the answer to the ques- 
tion. But that was not «neugh. Take 
for instance an experiment whore rela- 
tion to agriculture is least obvious 
What ges ie given off by germinating 
seeds” They came to the conclusion 
that carbon dioxide was given off. But 
what difference does it make whether 
this gare i# given off or not? What 
bearing does that have on agriculture.

The tearing down of that wall was one of the rude 
blows which made Tientsin rouse up and take notice. 
It was done by the foreign troops at the time of the 
' Boxer rebellion, and that notwithstanding the protests 
and prayers of the natives. The Chinese became greatly 
excited, and said that destroying the walls would ruin 
their city. “A town without walls,” said they, “is like 
a woman without a kootsu—that is, without pantaloons. 
It is disgraceful, and it cannot succeed.” 


"Nevertheless, the powers took the pants off of Tient- 
sin, and since then the. old municipal lady has been 
trotting along at telegraphic speed. The macadamized 
road on the site of the walls has been copied all over 
the place, and there are clean streets everywhere. The 
city has grown far beyond the old walls and a great 
new town has sprung up, with factories and foundries 
and modern schools of every description. The Chinese 
nabobs have built magnificent residences, some of which 
are of two or three stories, and they now ride about 
in their carriages, with coachmen and footmen in livery. 


The Bridges of the Pei-Ho. 

Tientsin lies on the Pei-Ho at about ninety miles from 
the sea. In a straight line the distance is not more 
than half that, but the river winds in and out like the 
coils of a snake all the way. It.is winding in the city 
itself and canals are now to be cut to shorten its 
course. When I was last in Tientsin, the railroad sta- 
tion was outside of the walls on the north side of the 
river, far away from the town, and Li Hung Chang had 
vainly attempted to have a bridge built which should 
carry passengers and freight right into Tientsin. He 


had erected stone piers and was ready to lay down the |.

A road from there is now building which 
will eventually be connected with the Trans-Siberian 
Railroad. Another road has been projected from here 
soutn through the most thickly-populated parts of China 
down to the Yangtse, and in time Tientsin will have 
tracks radiating from her as our roads do from 
Chicago. This city has now perhaps a million people. 


What it will have in the future I dare not predict. 
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Just now, business is bad all over China. The low ~ 


price of silver and the financial distress which has pre- 
vailed throughout the world have stopped the progress 
which the city was making up until about two years 
ago. This is only temporary, and Tientsin will soon 
be again on the boom. . 

Ten Cities in One. 


The great powers of the western world fully realize 
the importance of this city, and they have business rep- 
resentatives on the ground. There is a large territory 
outside the native settlement which has been taken by 
them. Much of this was seized just after the Boxer re- 
bellion, when China was forced to submit. As it is now, 
every one of these powers has its own little city here 
on the banks of the Pei-Ho. Each concession has its 
police, its consular court, its Town Hall and its own 
troops.

To Kiss or Be Kissed. . 

The Commercial Court in Vienna had today to con- 

sider the knotty problem whether the law recognized a 
distinction between kissing and being kissed. 


The question arose out of a suit brought by a book- 
keeper named Meyer against his late employers, who 
had discharged him without notice on the ground that 
he was in the habit of kissing the typewriter girls em- 
ployed in the office. The firm urged in defence that this 
was conduct which seriously disturbed the course of 
business. 

Herr Meyer’s counsel did not attempt to justify kiss- 
ing in office hours as a habit, but he brought ungallant 
witnesses who swore that they had seen some of the 
scenes complained of, and noticed that it was the girls 
who began by kissing Herr Meyer, though they could 
ngt say whether he did or did not respond. 


The court accepted this evidence, and condemned the 
firm to the payment of a month’s salary, on the ground 
that a person must be said to have kissed the other who 
began the kissing, and that a return of kisses on the 
part of Herr Meyer, even if such were givem, which was 
not proved, would not under the circumstances count as

EUROPE AT THE PIERS.

PONDEROUS volume worthy of being catalogued

Raczkiewicz, does not consider it humorous, however.

When mention was made of the troubles arising from 
the new way the customs laws are being administered 
as regards the luggage of people arriving from Europe 
he protested against any semblance of criticism. Square- 
ness and fairness in enforcing the existing laws is all 
there is to it, he said, and the first and last object is to 
treat alike the millionaire pleasure traveler bringing 
home the spoils to be found in Paris and the most in- 
significant tourist returning from a few weeks abroad. 


‘Then he opened the big yolume and read from the 
records therein instances of the ways the returning 
travelers try to outwit Uncle Sam’s officials. In it is 
recorded a special chapter on the general life history 
of a woman conspicuous socially who, radiant in her 
going-ashore costume, came tripping down the broad 
staircase. 

She presented a beautiful picture, but to the official 
standing at the foot of the stairs it was of more than 
usual interest, for as she descended, gracefully holding 
up the train of her skirt, a muff of valuable fur encir- 
cling her ankle was plainly discernible to his astonished 
gaze. Strange fashions sometimes come home from 
Paris, but a fur muff in such quarters on a summer day 
aroused speculations in the mind of the official which 
were disastrous to the lady’s muff. 

The slipping of a pin was the cause of another wom- 
an’s discomfiture, according to the story in the book. 
She was waiting on the wharf for the close of the in- 
spection of her baggage, nonchalantly strolling about, 
when an end of beautiful white lace appeared from un- 
derneath the skirt of her gown. Mercilessly it unwound 
itself, looking like the tail of a kite, and was still un- 
winding when official assistance came and kindly helped 
to relieve the embarrassment of the lady by removing 
its cause. ; 

Lace plays the principal role in many of these little 
dramas. There is the story of the woman who packed 
lace in her opera glasses and of another who put a 
weird and wonderful interpretation on the customs laws. 
Having failed to make a de¢laration of many dutiable 
goods purchased on the other side and found in her 
trunks she was questioned. . 

“Why,” she said in a tone of injured innocence, “I 
understood we had to pay duty only on articles pur- 
chased abroad, and I thought that meant when we were 
on the water. Now ever so many people bought lace 
and things at the Irish ports, but I didn’t buy a thing 
while I was on the ocean.” | 

Feathers also have a leading role in these perform- 
ances. The inspectors and inspectresses stand about 
on the wharf and look for irregularities of contour in 
the figures of the passengers. ee : 

A Brooklyn woman recently returned home and while 
strolling about occasioned no comment from the offi- 
cials unless it was relative to the unusual beauty of her 
figure. In an unlucky moment, however, she dropped 
her handkerchief and stooped to pick it up. Alas! her 
skirt immediately flared up behind as if to meet a chal- 
lenge; it was as though the ancient days of hoops had 
returned. Such an untoward circumstance led to the 
discovery .that the woman was wearing a wonderfully 
| constructed skirt, made to hold feathers and violin 
strings in such a way as to give to its wearer the ap- 
pearance of an extremely fine figure. 

Articles worth about $3500 had been declared by a 
| western woman and her two daughters. On landing, 
they were noticed to hand furs worth about $1200 to 
friends who met them and who during the inspection 
stayed far enough away’ not to be associated with the 
party.

I make these 
purchases to earn a living, and yet you tax me while 
you pass by the rich man, who can better afford to pay, 
on the mere grounds that he himself is going to use his 
purchases.” 

So the game has gone on merrily. For many years “ 
it was the dressmaker who was generally arrested and 
prosecuted, while the people of social position went im- 
mune, not by concealing so much as by owerawing 
through their position and influence.

ings of hats, and only the untimely protrusion of the 
Say tip of an aigrette betrayed the secret hiding-place. 

Much time and care and detective skill are expended 
On some of the cases, as for instance when a well- 
planned and extensive plot was frustrated by the arrest 
of a woman for many years a reputable resident in the 
American colony of Paris. She claimed the $10,000 
worth of gowns she was carrying as her. own, but was 
taken to the customs. office for further investigation. 
Then she summoned a second woman, whose shadowed 
cab when she left was seen to pick up a man, who after 
six months inquiry and toil on the part of the officials 
was proved to be the head of a smuggling gang plan- 
ning operations on an enofmous scale. 

It is all a hard task, and it brings its full share of 
abuse and vituperation, to say nothing of the constant 
wear and tear on the officials who have to be on guard 
that no injustice Is done. Equal justice to one and all 
is the slogan of the present régime; and if any one of 
any degree or complexion wants to add yet another an- 
ecdote to that very interesting collection in Mr. Raczkie-

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Fighting the Fogs. 
RECENT DEVICE FOR THE SAFETY 
: OF SHIPS AT SEA.

HEN the great Trans-Atlantic liners come feel- 
ing their way home from Europe this fall and 
the fog hangs like a pall over the water and 
makes its navigation perilous, a little tinkling bell, 
fathoms deep in the water, will go out to meet them 
and warn of the approach of the danger-studded main- 
* land. Nantucket Shoals, Fire Island and Sandy Hook 
will lead the way into New York Harbor as a bell mare 
might pilot the herd to the stable. The Boston light- 
ship will sound the way into the harbor over which it 
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watches; Cape Elizabeth to Portland; the Overfalls when 
entering the Delaware. | 7 
| These and a hundred others will mock the fogs and 
laugh in the teeth of the storm of wind or snow. For 
‘there is a new development inthe art of fighting the 
arch enemy of safety on the seas, and that development 
is this same bell. When the fogs blot out the glow of 
the lighthouses and rending winds silence the sirens 
that would pilot the bewildered mariner, there is qui- 
etude and serenity twenty feet beneath the surface and 
down into the water is thrust the bell that sends its 
message with a certainty that has been attained by no 
other device. 


Such devices are constantly sending out their mes- 
sages from Tail of the Horse Shoe, Cape Charles, Vine- 
yard Sound to the ships that come up from Norfolk. 
They tinkle for the liners that ply back and forth on the 
Pacific Coast, and the fog-infested Great Lakes are given’ 

* their protecting signals, They are being installed wher- 
ever there is danger and the receivers that take their 
messages are being placed on all the great liners and on 
all the first and second-class ships of the navy. But one 
additional step is needed in their development to make 
the navigation of the seas safe under the worst condi- 
tions, and the inventive genius of the nation. is at work 
upon it, and it is expected in the immediate future. 

So perfect has grown the ship of modern times that 
the one-time dangers of foundering at sea, being driven 
ashore, being devoured by flames or rolling about with 
disabled machinery, have practically ceased to exist. 
The ancient danger of running ashore, or ramming some. 
other object afloat has been greatly minimized. Deli- 
cate thermometers warn of the proximity of icebergs. 
Derelicts are systematically hunted down and de- 
stroyed. In clear weather the eye is sufficient protec- 
tion by day against rocks, and the lighthouse warns 
by night. All is safe except at the settling of the pall of 
the fog. 

The lighthouses that the government has) built from 
St. Croix River, Maine, to the Rio Grande, and from 
Vancouver to Point ma, send out the beacon light to 
mariners. At all these points there are sirens, whis- 
tles, Daboll trumpets or bells that are sounded lustily 
when the fog settles. But what of a light when -the 
fog is on and what of a whistle when the hurricane is 
tearing through the rigging? They are ineffective in 
assisting the mariner at the particular time when he is 
in most need of assistance. . 

It is for just this emergency that the submarine sig- 

pals are being devised and are rapidly being adopted by 
the government and private shipping. 

When we were boys and frequented thé old swim- 
1 ing hole a favored experiment was that of diving be- 
nedth the waters and while so situated allowing another 


boy at the other end of the pond to. crack two stones 
together under water. The sound to the diver was ter- 
rific, and almost burst his ear drums. But it showed 
the power of water as a conductor of sound. This boy- 
hood memory has occurred to some genius, and he has 
set himself to apply its principle to the transmission of 
sound under water in such a way as to.make that trans. 
mission most valuable. Lh 

A bell has been devised to take the place of the two 
stones. Long experiment has shown just what tone car- 
ries best in the stillness down below, and the bells 
*have been tuned accordingly. An instrument has been 
placed on the ship that will go down into the quiet 
depths and get the message of the bell and bring it into 
the pilot-house. It is a submarine wireless, but with 
advantages over the wireless of the air because it in- 
dicates the direction from which the sound comes. 

The bells that send out the warning are at present 
located on a score of lightships on the Atlantic Coast,

Lakes. All thesé are at danger points, and in bad wea- 
ther are put to work. They are run automatically by 
power furnished by the ship. They may also be placed 
on a buoy with an attachmént that will cause the ac- 
tion of the tides and waves to ring them, or they may 
be placed a mile out at sea with a cable connecting with 


the mainland which carries the electricity that keeps 


the bell clanging. 
In any case, the result is the same; the message goes 


forth. Somewhere out at sea there is a vessel lost in: 


the fog and unaware of its position or the proximity of 
land. On each side of that vessel is clamped a receiver 
which gets the vibration of the bell and conducts it to 
the pilot-house. There is a difference in the vibration 


of the different bells, and the pilot knows what point he™ 


is approaching. Hé listens to the receiver that is at- 
tached to one side of the ship and the sound comes 
strong. He listens to the opposite side, and the bell 
cannot be heard; thus he determines the direction from 
which the sound comes. He changes the course of his 
vessel toward that side, and gradually the sound may be 
heard from the other receivers. He listens alternately 
to the one receiver and then the other, and when the 
sound is equally distinct in each, it is dead ahead. He 
has positively located his bell and consequently the ship. 

All this time the fog has blotted out the flashes from 
the lighthouse. All this time the roaring wind has 
drowned the voice of the siren. The bell was picked 
up when the vessel was fifteen or possibly twenty miles 
away, and may be depended upon at a distance of fif- 
teen miles under any and all conditions. Thus has the 
new assurance been given to all those who go down to 
the sea in ships and thus may the old tar say in time 
of storm with more reason than of old: “God pity the 
poor devils on shore this night.” | 


But the utility of the “water wireless” by no means 
ends here. It is probably developed to its greatest util- 
ity on the government submarines. Each of these ves- 
sels is equipped with both a sending and a receiving 
attachment. They are also given a code and may freely 
talk with one another while under water. In this way 
the boats may keep in touch with one another and act 
in unison in making an attack, just as a surface fleet 
may give battle, each boat being an auxiliary of the 
other. 

Surface vessels are at present equipped with merely 
the receiving machinery. They get signals from the 
lightships and other form of stations, but they send no 
messages. They are protected against danger from the 
coast, but there is one remaining danger that must be 
met—that of collision with other vessels. When this 
is done, the dangers of the sea will have been con- 
quered. | |

The designated meeting-place derived its name from 
the “Ghost Dance,” now prohibited on every Indian res- 
eryation. It is in this dance, taking place at night, the 
nen paint their entire naked bodies, insert large splin- 
vers of wood in their flesh, that are in turn fastened 
with rawhide thongs to a post firmly driven into the 
ground. Around this the dancer circles to dirge-like 
slow beating of the drum, often the music quickens— 
faster, faster go the dancers, at times their whole weight 
jerking on the splinters in their bleeding flesh. Thus 
they dance until the bit of wood tears itself loose or 
they sink to the ground from exhaustion, their place 
being taken by another ghost-dance fanatic. | 

This piece of ground was the scene of frequent ghost 
dances years ago, and ts still a favorite meeting-place 
for more harmless dances and celebrations.

He is the last of the great monarchs of the West, and 


the passing of Red Cloud will close the final chapter of 


the romantic Early West. | 

Red Cloud was born a Sioux, and he fought like a 
Sioux. In the thirty-years war of 1845 to 1876 he fought 
his way from obscure birth to the position of a big 
chief among bis warlike tribesmen. 

In killing, single-handed, seven Indians who had am- 
bushed him for the same purpose, Red Cloud gained 
his first right to the title of chief. The old man liked 
to relate the details of this fight, and also to show ap 
ugly scar in his breast made by a flint-headed arrow 
which had entered his back. While clinging to his gak- 
loping pony, Red Cloud grasped the protruding end and 
pulled the arrow entirely through his chest, fitted it to 
his bow and shot it back at the enemy. It was Red 
Cloud who led the Indians in the Fort Phil Kearney 
massacre about 1866.

The government of Switzerland had purchased the St. 
Gotthard Railway, and this was the first train run un- 
der the contro! of the confederation. | 

The transfer of the St. Gotthard from private to gov- 
ernment ownership is an event in itself in the annals 
of the nationalization of public utilities, and forms the 
culmination of the story of its construction and its po- 
litical, military and economic significance. While the 
Gotthard Railway is only 170 miles in length, its vast 
importance as a medium of international traffic com- 
pletely overshadows the smallness of its mileage as 
compared with many of the giant systems of the Uni- 
ted States. Its tunnel, until the completion of the Sim- 
plon, was the longest in the world, and still retains its 
prestige, for, at the time of its construction, the labor- 
saving devices and the modern boring machine had not 
yet been invented. So. difficult was the work that dur- 
ing its progress doubts were raised of its ultimate com- 
pletion. 

The St. Gotthard Pass, it is recorded, was first tra- 
versed over 250 years before Columbus discovered Amer- 
ica. Later. about the time when the colonists were still 
fighting the Indians, an enterprising mountaineer estab- 
lished the first inn on the route, which, in 1683, was 
taken over by the Capucine monks. At present, the 
hospice shelters some 10,000 needy travelers yearly, 
many of whom are Italian laborers going from and re- 
turning to their homes. Even as late as the eighteenth 
century the road was scarcely more than a path, and 
four days were required to cross from Lucerne to Bellin- 
zona, in what is now the Swiss canton of Ticino, the 
district of lakes and languor. Greville, an English min- 
eralogist, was the first to cross the Gotthard with a

Not counting the Gotthard tunnel itself, there are 
eighty smaller tunnels, with an aggregate length of 
twenty-eight miles, some of which are each over a mile 
long. There are no less than 324 bridges and viaducts. 
Among the offers for the building of the tunnel, bids 
for which were invited through publications in the chief 
countries of the world, was one from the American 
Diamond Drill Company. The ntract was finally 
awarded to Louis Favre of Geneva, who had had con- 
siderable experience in tunnel and railroad work. Favre 
agreed to complete’ the construction of the tunnel 
within nine years or forfeit $1,000,000, as well as $1000 
for each day required for completion after eight years 
had elapsed, for the first six months after that period, 
and $2000 a day for the last six months between the 
eight and nine years. In no case was the time limit to 
be extended beyond the nine years set. At its expira- 
tion, the money was to be forfeited and the contract 
annulled. His enthusiastic followers of Geneva secured 
for him the necessary credit. 


The tunnel was built in eight years, and opened for 
traffic in 1882, costing over $12,000,000 and 100 lives. 
Favre himself did not live to reap the reward of his 
labor. In 1879, while explaining the tunnel work to @ 
party of visitors, he died of heart failure.

GROWING PERENNIALS.

T no time of the year do the herbaceous perennials 
80 force recégnition of their value and beauty as 
just at present. Nearly all of them are now in 
Stag have just stopped, or are just beginning—we are 
now in the very middle of the blooming period. Fash- 
ions in flowers, as well as in other matters, are con- 
Stantly changing, and though new flowers are continu- 


ally being introduced and the old-fashioned perennials 


are seldom mentioned, their merit has kept them from 
being neglected to any serious extent. Expréssions of 
derision, such as cailing a collection of them a “grand- 
mother’s garden,” etc., have not made them in the least 
unpopular, and the many and marked improvements in 
this class of plants have rendered them more desirable 
than were the same sorts in the days of our grand- 
mothers. 

No class of plants give better returns for the care be- 
stowed upon them than the garden perennials, and few 
of them may be prevented from flowering even though 
considerably neglected. Many are the inquiries that 


come to this department asking for lists of perennials 


for certain soils, but nearly all those commonly grown

Evergreen perennials may also be sown now, seed- 
lings of Shasta daisy are now coming up in the writer's 
garden. Penstemons are easily grown from seeds; and 


‘while dwelling upon these, we must not forget our na- 


tive, perennial rooted species. The present is also a 
good time to sow seeds of coreopsis, California poppies, 
Hunnemannia—in fact almost everything except seeds 
of tropical plants like the:dahlias and cannas. Nursery- 


- men are now sowing seeds of eucalypts, acacias and 


plants of that class from climates similar to our own, 


as Australia and Africa. Professionals have been sow- | 


ing these since the first of July, and some will not sow 
until September. We have so many trees of this class 


now seeding that any.one may soon get enough plants 


to stock a good-sized garden, and with little trouble, 
too. Returning to the subject of perennials, it is far bet- 
ter to sow them in boxes and then transplant, and such 
is the case with many annuals, especially pansies, which 
are now in sowing season. :

The color of the flower 
is scarlet. 


Giant Asters. 


For years and years asters have been one of the most 
experimented upon of all garden flowers, and we have 
at each improvement thought that the limit had been 
refched. A grower from Signal Hill, near Long Beach, 
left a bunch In the office of the writer last week that is 
a new strain and superior to anything yet grown in these 
parts. So fine were they that a local artist asked for 
one of each shade that she might paint them on can- 
vas. Each flower was as large as an ordinary chrysan- 
therum, but much more handsome. 


Victoria Regia History. 


(1888) 

“It flowers in its native country, British Guiana, in 
January. From all we at present know of this extraor- 
dinary aquatic (1838,) it is probable that its culture will 
be the same as that of Euryale ferox Nympheae, to 
which it i@ nearly allied. It was discovered by R. H. 
Schomburgk, Esi, , in 1837, and named after Her Maj- 
esty the Queen. Mr. Schomburgk transmitted the origi- 
nal drawings to the Botanica! Society of London, accom- 
panied with a description which was read before that 
society September 7, 1837, and of which the following 
is an extract: “While contending with the difficulties 
nature opposed in different forms to our progress up the 


‘River Berlice, we arrived at a point where the river ex- 


panded, and formed a ¢currentless basin, some object on 
the southern extremity of this basin attracted my at- 
tention: it was impossible to form any idea of what it 
could be, and animating the crew to increase the rate 
of paddling. Shortly afterward we were opposite the 
object which had raised my curiosity—a vegetable won- 
der. All calamities were forgotten. I felt as a botanist, 
and felt myself rewarded. A gigantic leaf, from five 
to six feet in diameter, salver-shaped, with a broad rim 


of a bright green above, and a vivid crimson below, rest- 


ing upon the water; quite in character with the wonder- 
ful leaf was the luxuriant flower, consisting of many 
hundred petals, passing in alternate tints from pure 
white to rose and pink. The emooth water was cov- 


ered with them; I rowed from one to another, and ob- 


served always something new to admire. The leaf on 
its surface is of a bright green, in form orbiculate, with 
this exception opposite its axis, where it is slightly bent 
in; its diameter measured from five to six feet; around 
thé margin extended a rim from three to five inches 
high, on the inside light green, like the surface -of the 
leaf; on the outside like the leaf's lower part, of a bright 
crimson. The stem of the flower is an inch thick near 
the calyx, and is studded with sharp elastic prickles, 
about three-quarters of an inch in length. The calyx is 
four-leafed, each upward of seven inches in length and 
three in breadth at the base; they are thick, white in- 
side, reddish-brown and prickly outside. The diameter 
of the calyx is twelve or thirteen inches; on it rests the 
magnificent flower, which, when fully developed, covers 
completely the calyx with its hundred petals. When it 
first opens it is white with pink in the middle, which 
spreads over the white flower the more it advances in 
age,. and it is generally found the next day of a pink 
color; as if to enhance its beauty, it is sweet-scented. 
Like others of its tribe, it possesses a fleshy disk, and 
petals and’ stamens pass gradually into each other, and 
many petaloid leaves may be observed, which have ves- 
tiges of an anther. We met them afterward frequently, 
and the higher we advanced the more gigantic they be- 
came. We measured a leaf, which was six feet five 
inches in diameter, its rim five and a half inches high, 
and the flower across fifteen inches.” |

countless numbers. There are two remedies, viz., insect 
powder and liquid lice killers. The former is worked 
into the plumage; the latter is swathed upon the 
perches—when the birds go to roost the animal heat 
from their bodies sends the fumes through the plumage, 
thus destroying the lice. Nests are often alive with the 
vermin before one hardly realizes their presence; re- 
move and burn the old material and replace with new, 
first adding a pinch of insect powder or tobacco dust. 
During the hot weather the drinking fountains quickly 
become filthy, and unless kept in a sanitary condition, 
disease germs become manifest and sick chickens soon 
make an appearance. Soft foods also sour within a 
few hours. Realizing these facts, the caretaker who 
loves his birds and respects his calling will exercise 
extra precaution in keeping the drinking vessels and 
feeding troughs pure and clean. ' 
There should be no “let up” in keeping the young 
stock growing to a full development; if room is limited, 
the surplus birds had better be sent to market, and if 
breeding stock is your goal, segregate the sexes and 
even divide up your best birds into small flocks. In this 
way, you secure a stronger development, especially in 
the weaker ones who otherwise are crowded by the 
stronger; if you are going into the showroom, exam- 
ine your best specimens for disqualifications and hy es 
points.

But even waiving that system of mar- 
keting, eggs cartoned with a guarantee as to freshness, 
possess an added value to the dealer which will enable 
him to secure an advance over the market price. Usu- 
ally in this market this has amounted to from 5c to 10¢ 
per dozen. To make this system effective, eggs should 
be gathered every day and the date stamped on each 
egg. Eggs of uniform size and color are put in cartons 
or paper cases holding one dozen each. These are 
sealed with a lavel on which is printed a statement | 
that the eggs are guaranteed to be strictly fresh, and 
are marketed, selling readily and at an advanced price. 
If the breeder establishes his own trade (selling direct 
to the consumers,) we believe the advance price over 
current market reports would be from 25 per cent. and 
up. The average consumer wants fresh eggs, and is 
willing to pay for a prime article. 


Sayings of a Wise Bird. 


From August to October is the period of hot weather 
in this section; it is also the molting period, the breed- 
ing season for lice and mites, and much of the disease 
that poultry life is subjected to. It seems hackneyed 
to expatiate on this subject—especially to the experi- 
enced; but there are many readers of The Times to 
whom poultry culture is new, and whom will appreciate 
timely suggestions even though more or less reiterated. 


As has so often been emphasized in these columns, 
- ¢leanliness and wholesome feeding are the main things 
to observe; in spite of them, however, insecf life will 
find a lodgment in the best of breeding yards. Often 
lice and mites are carried by birds—especially pigeons— 
who feed off of what the hens miss; again in the intro- 
duction of new birds from other yards; in boxes and 
scratching material that may be used, and in many 
other seemingly innocent channels’ injurious’ in- 
sects are introduced. The beginner should examine his 
birds and house periodically for these enemies of the 
business. 

Since the fall season is again close at hand, a coat of 
whitewash over houses and fences can be commended. 
It acts as a purifier and at the same time is detrimental 
to insect life. To be effective, it should be thoroughly 
done. AS a matter of fact, whitew ash is a pretty good 
thing to indulge in more than ofice a year. Next exam- 
ine the birds.

chant ‘for the main chance of securing financial results 
from ‘their birds. For the benefit of this class we give 
in condensed form M. K. Boyer’s directions for killing 
and dressing squabs—a system which has been found to 
give a splendid carcass, and at the same time is expe- 
ditious and economic: A half-dozen or more squabs are 
hung on a rack at one time. The wings of each are 
then locked, which is done by drawing the wings closely 
together in the back, allowing one wing to overlap the 
other. This holds them firmly and causes no pain. The 
mouth of the squab is held open with the thumb and 
first finger of the left hand, the head and shoulders be- 
ing held in the hand. With a knife in the right hand, 
the blade is inserted through the crown of the head, 
penetrating the brain. At once the operator releases 
his grasp and allows the bird to bleed thoroughly a 
fore starting to pluck. 

By the time about a half-dozen of the birds have been 
stabbed, the first killed has bled sufficiently to be ready 
for picking. The squab is then removed from the rack 
and held in the hands while plucking the feathers. This 
method is said to be the most rapid, it being found 
that from 100 to 150 squabs can thus be dressed in a 
day by one good operator. . 

Some pigeon men believe in holding the bird while 
killing, but it has been proved that birds held do not 
bleed so thoroughly as when hanging, owing to the fact 
that the hand more or less compresses the fine veins, 
thus retarding the flow of blood. ; 


The Grit in the Gox. 


“Scaree as hen's teeth” is a saying which is literary 
true—for the poor biped in the chicken yard is actually 
devoid of teeth as we generally understand the expres- 
sion, But it must not be supposed on this ground that 
the bird is devoid of means in masticating its food. 
This is accomplished by means of grit—sharp bits of 
gravel, particles of glass and crockery, oyster shells and 
similar materials of which the bird partakes as its in-. 
stinct and needs suggest. In a state of nature this is 
picked up at random as the bird gathers its food; but in 
confinement this must be supplied by the breeder or 

owners of the bird. This is as essential to successful : 
poultry culture as pure water and wholesome food; 

when fully appreciated, the successful poultryman will

FIELD NOTES.. 
The Deluge. 


BID fair to be overwhelmed with query, approval 
| and denunciation relating to the action of the Pasa- 
dena Gardeners’ Association in denouncing the work 
of Luther Burbank. This horticultural riot began to 
affect my mail three or four days after the Pasadena 
declaration appeared, and has already assumed such pro- 
portions that | cannot attempt to answer all in a per- 
sonal letter. indeed, there is a better reason than that 
for not answering. I do not know what to say. 
Neither does any one else. But it is an insistent call 
for a clarification of the whole subject, and there is 
nothing more certain in this world than that the pub- 
lic will not be satisfied till the call is answered by a 
competent and disinterested decision. 


Prot. Wickson, who has done more writing of a mer- 
itorious nature, and exerted the most helpful influence 
in a literary way toward safe and sane horticulture of 
any man in this State, has not ignored the controversy 
let loose by the Pasadena manifesto. He says the late 
denunciation is the logical reaction from fulsome adula- 
tion to denunciation. “It had to come, and it is better 
now than later,’ he writes. In the same editorial he 
says: “There is’ probably nothing which can be. in- 
voked to meet the unwisdom of the Pasadena manifesto 
except forgetfulness.” This slip of a most logical pen 
shows how utterly we are all of us up against it when 
brought face to face with a problem of such magnitude 
as that of Burbank’s work and yet exasperated beyond 
endurance at the frauds that are being committed in 
its name. 


But Prof. Wickson does not leave his readers with- 
out a valuable suggestion. He never does: “If the 
Pasaiena Gardeners’ Association was burdened with the 
conviction that it ought to warn the world against be- 
ing eaten up by Burbank, the proper course would have 
been to invite the other horticultural societies to join 


in a systematic inquiry into the facts, so that all lines | 


of Burbank’s work could be covered by a joint com- 
mittee qualified to understand and judge.” As to the 
necessity of this determination, I submit a few short 
extracts from a mass of correspondence received. 

“I have lately. read a work by one. Harwood on the 
productions of Mr. Burbank. Amung the marvelous 
achievements, Mr. Harwood describes a walnut tree de- 
veloped by Mr. Burbank, which the author states to be a 
tree yielding as high-class hardwood lumber as the old, 
almost extinct black walnut, and that this wonderfully

“In regard to the Burbank controversy, I wish to cite 
but one instance of extravagant claims upon the part 
of those handling the creations emanating from Santa 
Rosa. Hybrid walnuts are commonly found at Santa 
Rosa and in some of the larger valleys. One of the 
largest in the State was growing at Yuba City long be- 
fore any one thought of ‘creating’ a hybrid walnut. In 
fact, it is impossible to get anything but hybrid seed- 
lings by planting nuts, where the California and Per- 
sian walnuts are fruiting near each other. Our most 
eminent experts place no confidence in the claim of su- 
periority made in behalf of any hybrid walnut over the 
common black walnut of the East.” 

“In a late catalogue issued by the Burbank Experi- 
ment Farms, Santa Rosa, four new smooth varieties of 
cactus are just offered to the trade—the Solano, Pyra- 
mid, Melrose and Hemet. The price is $1.50 per each 
slab cutting. Do you' advise me to try a few of these 
novelties?” 

A friend living in an adjoining State sent me a letter 
from a leading official of United States Bureau of Plant . 
Industry in which the writer says: “The so-called 
spineless cactus is found throughout the Southwestern 


United States growing wild. The Department has col-@ern territories. The South grows fruit not produced

These extracts indicate the state of the public mind 
upon the questions raised by the gardeners of Pasadena. 
In justice to both the people and to Mr. Burbank these 
matters should be placed beyond the realms of contro- 
versy through some authorized investigation. I could 
give a score of the same kind, but these are sufficient 
to indicate the critical condition into which this whole 
matter has been driven, and the justice of the call for 
an authorized and convincing verdict. Who will un- 
tangle the difficulties that have placed a great name in 
jeopardy, caused shame to sensational writers and doubt 
to possess a considerable portion of the practical frais 
growers of the State? | 


Just a Little Shy. 


‘HE one-score-and-ten thousand orange loads will 
p pel materialize unless there are more Valencias 
still on the trees than are in evidence. The growers, 
however, have skated nearer the 30,000 mark this sea- 
son than ever before. With the lemons added the total 
of citrus shipments has been more than 35,000 carloads, 
the lemons exceeding the output of last year by nearly 
1500 loads. 

But does ary one really believe that the State has this 
season produced 30,000 carloads of oranges, or any- 
where near that quantity? I do not. Can the car re- 
ports be duplicated? They cannot. But how were the 
railroad people to know that a large quantity of fruit 
sent out as Valencias was not oranges at all. It is true 
they were round, and were taken from. orange trees;

On the other hand the regions of the San Joaquin, the 
Sacramento and the coast territories have the greatest 
diversity of horticultural products on the face of the 
earth. Of the crops that are now profitable in the main 
are currants, cherries, pears, peaches, plums, apples, 
olives, almonds, apricots and the choicest kinds of 
grapes. All these products are paying well this season, 
even with the hit-and-miss methods of marketing in 
vogue. Wine grapes, medium grades of table grapes, 
raisins, prunes and berries are at such a low ebb of 
prices that large quantities of these products are not 
salable at any price. As is the case In Los Angeles.

and take a pride in the spineless forms. — 


It has been a comparatively simple matter for the | 
Mexicans to hold all the advantage they have gained 
from time to time by their selections, for the propaga- 
tion has always been \vegetative.

@re never grown from seed in Mexico, and it is com- 
monly supposed among the poorer people, who are the 
ones that grow them, that they will not reproduce from | 
seed.

it has been assumed by some that the improvements 
of spineless forms were made in the Mediterranean re- 
gion of Europe. This assumption is possibly based upon 
the fact that the plants are more numerous there now 
than elsewhere in the world. It seems rather doubt- 
ful to the writer, however, whether this assumption ex- 
presses more than a partial truth, for there is an abun- 
dance of forms today scattered all over Mexico which 
are just as spineless as any that grow and apparently 
are identical with the Mediterranean forms. It is quite 
possible that the spineless forms were taken to Europe 
from Mexico and South America in much the same con- 
dition as they are grown there today. Our importa- 
tions of spineless forms (from Mexico and Southern 
Europe have as yet not been grown together long enough 
or studied thoroughly enough, nor have our Investiga- 
tions in Mexico been sufficient to warrant an opinion 
to the identity of the forms. Certain it is that there 
are some Mexican varieties which seem thus far to be 
identical with those of — Europe.

WHERE “SPINELESS” CACTI ARE FOUND. 

In the United States there exists today a considerable 
stock of spineless forms of| prickly pears. Possibly not | 
less than a half-dozen species and varieties are more or 
less common in gardens and private collections of the 
warmer sections, notably in California, in extreme 
Southern Arizona, on the t of Texas, and in Florida. 
There is nowhere any large number of specimens, only 
a few plants usually being dared for. 

The varieties commonly found in this country are few 
in number compared with those of other warm regions. 
During the past five years,| not less than twenty-five 
varieties have been imported. by the Bureau of Plant In- 
dustry. They have come frém Mexico; the Mediterra- 
nean region of Europe, Asia, and Africa: the Hawaiian 
Islands; and from some South American countries. 
There are forms grown commonly in South Africa and 
in Australia and some of the other Pacific islands. It 
is believed that there are not less than thirty species 
and varieties belonging to the two genera Opuntia and 
Nopalea which have an agricultural value.
